General Dawes spoke with charac­ 
teristic frankness. He was not a can­ 
didate for nomination to the office to 
which he was elected, he sand, but now 
that it has become his duty to assume 
constitutional relations w ith the sen­ 
ate, he sees no need to cloture in 
debate. 
The people alone can exert the great 
power needed to Vnake men loose” 
from the present system which 
has 
existed for more than 1 0 0 years. 
To the end th at he may invoke w hat 
he term s necessary aid in his fight 
he expects to go before the voters in 
some of the states which will 
«test 
senators in 1926 and ask th at the jfc- 
sue be clearly defined.^ 
At present, General Dawes assert­ 
ed it ds possible for a m inority or 
even one senator, “to throw a money 
wrench in the legislative m achine^*’ 
and “thw art the will of the m ajor­ 
ity." 
He wante the minority to be heard 
fully and protected but he does not 
want it to hold veto power over the 
m ajority when the latter is exercising 
only its constitutional rights. 
Senator Oscar W. Underwood, who 
also addressed the m eeting, endorsed 
the cam paign lof General Dawes 
fot 
reform ation of the rules and 
laude® 
the vice president in his non-parti­ 
san efforts. 
Mr. Underwood declared the South 
no longer need fear another forcé bill 
continuing he said: 
‘No man can justify his opposition 
to cloture rule in the senate on the 
ground that he is preserving

rights and liberties of the Southern 
people thereby.”
